Carl  is  unsuccessful  at  first, 
but  returns  to  Cairo  and  there  he  succeeds  in  discovering  the  fourth  dimen- 
sion, which  has  been  sought  for  so  many  year?  by  the  msot  eminent  men  of 
the  ages.  He  remains  in  Cairo.  ])ut  sent  a  copy  of  his  great  discovery  with 
Captain  Seitz.  No  more  is  heard  of  Robert  then,  but  we  hear  later  that  he 
obtained  that  object  which  he  so  grcatl}-  desired. 

We  are  amazed  to  hear  that  William  Frank  has  mysteriously  disap])eared 
from  our  midst,  and  all  search  for  him,  but  he  cannof  be  found.

Once  more  we  fly  north  and  guide  the  ship  over  the  Sahara.  Suddenly 
looking  down  we  perceive  a  man  trving  to  plough  the  sandy  desert.  He 
looks  familiar  to  us  and  curiously  we  draw  nearer  to  the  land.  Our  astf)nish- 
ment  is  great  when  we  recognize  the  lost  A\'illiam.  He  seems  very  con- 
tented and  says  that  he  believes  he  can  make  the  Sahara  a  fertile  and  pro- 
ductive  region   by  his    modern   method   of  agriculture. 

Arriving  in  India  our  cooks  decide  to  leave  us  and  with  them  goes  Walter 
Merkle.  They  secure  positions  as  cooks  and  baker,  respectively,  to  a  half- 
civilized  tribe  in  the  north,  and  seem  to  enjoy  their  work  amazingly.

Franklin  Cunth- 
er,  knowing  how  swiftly  this  country  is  jirogressing,  begins  to  think  of  some 
invention  to  help  in  the  progress,  and  at  last  invents  an  automatic  china  i)ick- 
er,  which  saves  much  time  and  hard  labor. 

About  midway  between  Japan  and  Hawaii  Rhowena  Specs  spies  an 
island  with  a  small  house  and  a  few  tame-looking  animals.  She  insists  that 
she  be  left  here,  for  she  is  so  shy  of  the  boys  and  wishes  to  be  alone.  \\'e 
leave  her  enjoying  herself  with  a  cat  and  parrot,  and  de])art  for  Hawaii. 

George  Romshe  has  been  ai)pointed  Governor  of  Hawaii,  and  witli  many 
regrets  we  resume  our  journey  without  him. 

We  soon  reach  the  land  of  sunshine  and  ilowers,  California,  (iladolia 
Veit,  well  known  for  her  love  of  society,  enters  the  Four  Hundred  "as  the 
reigning  belle  of  the  season." 

Traveling  eastv\'ard  we  arrive  at  ."^alt  Lake  City,  where  Ruberl  \\>>y\\  \)c- 
comes  so  attached  to  the  place  that  he  is  determined  to  stay  and  start  up  a 
private  Detective  Bureau.  .At  Denver,  Colorado,  .\lvin  I'aul  becomes  s<i 
excited  over  the  recent  discovery  of  a  rich  vein  of  silver  ore  tiiat  he  innne- 
diately  jumps  overboard  and  is  heard  of  no  more. 

Herbert  B.  and  Oscar  B.  attracted  by  the  care-free  life  of  the  Texas  ranch- 
man, land  and  purcha'sc  a  large  tract  of  land,  which  tliey  .soon  succeed 
in  making  one  of  the  most  l)eautiful  ranches  in  Texas.
